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Retreat From Socialism 


PPARENTLY. THE ‘C:C.F. OF 

British Columbia at last ‘is ‘be- 
ginning to—recognizethe- facts - of 
political life. In a new statement of 
policy it waters down the pure social- 
ism of the Regina Manifesto which, 
up to now, has been sacred. But 
whether the old objective of the 
thoroughly socialist state’ and the 
destruction of “capitalism” has been 
abandoned or merely ‘postponed for 
election purposes is not clear. 

The party’s new statement ob- 
serves, with wry candor, that “We 
can no longer continue to move from 
defeat to defeat at the polls. We must 
now take power or see the present 
reactionary type of government be- 
come more firmly entrenched in our 
province. We must discover the way 
to take power 

What is the way to take power? 
The- statement..effers..a..partial an- 
swer: ‘Most of the people who give 
the first C.C.F. government of this 
province its mandate will. not be 
socialists. They will not be con- 
cerned with whether the measures 
of that government are patches on 
capitalism or steps-toward socialism. 
They, will want solutions to their 
problems The election of a C.C.F. 
government: would not. mean. social- 
ism overnight the immediate 
responsibility of a C.C.F. government 
would be to administer a mixed 
economy, containing elements of 
both private and public enterprise.” 

This switch from a purely doc- 
trinaire to a more practical line has 
long been desired by such ex- 
perienced Canadian socialists as Mr. 
Coldwell, but up to now they have 
failed to repeal a Manifesto which, 
drafted in the darkest days of the 
great depression, is quite irrelevant 
to the present society of Canada. If 
the original pledge of a completely 
socialist state must be maintained as 
a kind of party mystique the B.C 
wing of the party seems to be re- 
interpreting it But for what pur- 
pose? 
The statements quoted above 
indicate that the main purpose is to 
win an election in a province whose 
voters have demonstrated over and 
over again thatethey will not vote for 
socialism... Thus the continued ex- 
istence of a “mixed economy” is ad- 
mitted in advance. The prospective 


C.C.F: government is ‘pledged to 
solve. existing problems. but not 


necessarily. by-the:.technique of gov- | 


ernment ownership. Nevertheless, 
the ultimate ideal of total sociatism 
is not necessarily abandoned, ouly 
postponed. By this straddle, the 
usual method of all party platforms, 
the C.C.F. leaders hope to attract 


middle-of-the-road voters and, at the | 


same-time, to satisfy the purists of 
socialism. 

If the new statement of policy is 
thus little mote than a political 
document it probably represents 
some real change in the _ think- 
ing of its authors. The C.C.F. 
throughout Canada surely has not 
failed to learn the lesson taught by 
its parent, ‘the Labor Party of 
Britain 
-There socialism took office after 


the war in the happy illusion. thatthe. 


transfer of industry from private 
owners to.the state would of itself 
solve most of all problems. National- 
ization soon proved to be no such 
cure-all and the Labor Government 
called a halt to it. Today Labor 
policy proposes only a slight expan- 
sion of state ownership, whereas the 
C.C.F., in theory, at least, still be- 
lieves that nationalization of itself 
holds some\ peculiar magic 

However the theorists may debate 
these’ things, the obvious fact dis- 
covered in Britain, and now being 
slowly discovered by the C.C.F. of 
British Columbia, is that no English- 
speaking country anywhere is ready 
to accept .socialism; ‘though it is 
equally trué, of course, that none of 
these countries lives under capital- 
ism, by any known definition 

The necessary compromise be- 
tween the state and the private en- 
terpriser. is the true objective of 
modern society and the present com 
promise seems to suit a vast majority 
of the people. It is subject to con- 
stant experiment, trial, error and 
change, but Canadians will never 
trust this process to a C.C.F. party so 
long as it is suspected of seeking 
power by moderate assurances. and 
planning to implement the Regina 
Manifesto later on. Before the C.C.F.

Russia and the New Pact 


By. WALTER LIPPMANN, from Paris 


"HE accords which were signed in 
I Paris last Saturday are a provisional 
system meant-to last for a rather long 
period of time.

But every precau- 
tion that can be put down on paper has 
been taken to see to it. that the German 
forces cannot be used independently by 
the German government Under these 
provisions if they are observed and en 
forced. the German army cannot wage a
